As  this  is  wrote  for  the  benefit  of 
perfons  affli6led  with  the  Venereal 
Difeafe,  in  its  various  ilages ;  for  the 
regulation  of  their  diet  and  condu£l 
on  any  emergency  that  may  happen^ 
when  it  is  not  in  their  power  to  ap- 
ply immediately  to  their  Surgeon; 
and  alfo  proper  inftruftions  for  con- 
ducing themfelves  while  under  cure; 
1  have  therefore  not  given  any  ana- 
A  a  tomy 
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tomy  of  the  parts^  nor  entered  into 
the  minutiae  of  the  difeafe,  more  than 
is  necefTary  for  reftoring  the  conftitu- 
tion,  and  given  means  for  future  pre- 
vention. Such  a  fmall  work  as  this 
will  appear  peculiarly  neceffary  to 
every  one.  In  the  firft  place,  from 
the  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe,  prudent 
perfons  will  be  on  their  guard,  and 
libertines  have  a  method  to  prevent 
any  future  injury ;  by  which  means 
pofterity  will  be  benefited,  and  un- 
happy fufFerers  wnll  here  have  full 
direftions  ;  which  will  not  only  be 
acceptable  to  them,  but  to  all  perfons 
of  either  fex.

Fee  Venereal  Difeafe  *  may  be  obtained  three 
ways,  viz.  Firft,  By  impure  connection.  Secondly,

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By  contad  of  parts  And  laflly,  Hereditary. 
Be  it  obtained  which  way  it  will,  we  afcribe  it 
to  the  French  (i.  e.  the  French  Pox),  they  call 
it  the  Neapolitan  ;  the  Neapolitan,  the  Spanifh ; 
and  the  Spanifli,  the  Indian.  In  its  firft  ftage 
it  is  called  the  Gonorrhoea,  or  Clap  f  ;  in  the  fe- 
cond,  the  Confirmed  Pox,  or  Lues  Venerea  ;  and 
that  every  one  may  know  when  they  have  ob- 
tained this  horrid  difeafe,  and  to  what  flage  they 
have  advanced,  I  fhall  lay  down  every  fymptom  as 
they  occur. 


*  Midwives  ought  to  be  exceffive  careful  to  have  no 
cuts  or  fores  on  their  fingers,  as  numbers  of  cafes  have 
occurred,  where  they  have  obtained  a  confirmed  lues 
by  the  contact  of  parts, 

t  What  is  comraonly  called  the  Dry  Clap,  is  when 
there  is  no  difcharge,  with  difHculty  of  making  water  ; 
from  the  increafe  of  the  fwelling  and  inflammatioa 
an  ifchury,  or  total  fupprcllion  of  urine,  is  the  confc- 
c^uence, 

CONOR- 
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GONORRHCEA,  *  ITS  SIGNS. 

The  firll  fymptoms  are  an  agreeable  fenfation 
in  the  genital  parts  in  general,  and  the  tefticles 
have  a  creeping  worm-like  motion,  which  ftimu- 
lates  to  vencry  i  next  a  gradual  difcharge  comes 
on;  firft,  a  limpid  thin  humour,  which  increafes 
until  it  comes  a  ftiarp,  (linking,  purulent  matter  ; 
the  parts  inflame,  and  now  great  pain  is  felt  in 
paffing  the  urine,  like  fo  many  needles  \  this  in^ 
creafes  to  fuch  a  height,  that  the  patient  dreads  to 
make  water  ;  and  from  the  pain  and  fear  he  does 
not  let  it  flow,  but  pafles  it  in  jerks:  his  phy- 


*  I  believe  the  gonorrhoea  to  be  merely  a  local  com» 
plaint ;  the  lues  venerea,  conftitutional.  This  is  proved 
in  the  hofpitals  every  day;  for  if  a  patient  Ihould  go 
through  a  ptylyfmis,  or  fpitting,  and  contraa  a  go- 
norrhoea, during  the  cure,  the  conftitutional  difeafe 
would  be  removed,  but  the  local  continue. 
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fiognomy  at  this  period  is  very  unfavourable  ^\ 
The  mifery  is  now  increafed  by  a  chordee  f, 
i.  e.  the  penis  becomes  frequently  ere£t  in  a 
difagreeable  manner,  curved  downvi^ards  with 
exquifite  pain.  In  thofe  that  have  long  fore- 
fkins,  it  inflames,  cannot  be  drawn  back,  and  is 
called  phymofis  +  ;  in  thofe  that  are  fhort,  it 
,contra£ls,  and  fwells  up  behind  the  nut  fome- 
times  to  fuch  a  degree  as  to  endanger  the  patient  s 
Jife,  and  is  named  a  paraphimofis  §.    From  the 


*  This  is  called  a  dyfuria,  an  inflammable  fymptom : 
young  people,  at  the  firii  time,  have  it  worfe  than 
others. 

.  i  So  called  from  its  fimilarlty  to  a  chorde  binding 
down  the  penis, 

J  There  is  fometlmes  veiiclcs,  or  bladders,  filled

inflam* 
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inflammation,  deep  corroding  ulcers  *  now  ap- 
pear, called  chancres  +. 

IN  WOMEN,. 

It  makes  its  appearance  in  about  three  or  four 
days  ;^he  patient  feels  a  pleafing  irritation,  which 
foon  degenerates  into  pain  ;  a  prickling  fhooticg 


*  Venereal  ulcers  are  always  known  by  their  being 
jagg'd  at  the  edges,  and  running  in  different  ways, 
with  a  flough-like  appearance. 

+  The  firft  appearance  of  a  chancre  is  not  unlike  the 
thrulh  in  the  mouths  of  children.  Parents  cannot  be  too 
careful  who  fuckle  their  children,  as  they  may  obtain 
this  difeafe  fi'om  a  fmall  chancre  on  the  nipple,  or  on 
the  breaft  of  the  nurfe ;  nor  can  youth  be  too  careful 
who  theyfalute,  as  proftitutes  frequently  have  fmall 
■filcers  on  their  lips,  tongue,  i&c.  Whenever  thefe  ap- 
pear,  even  in  the  flighteft  manner,  we  fliould  confider 
it  as  the  confirmed  pox,  and  treat  it  under  that  head. 

fenfation 
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fenfation  within  the  parts,  which  inflame  and 
fwell,  is  fore  and  painful ;  the  urine  is  hot  and 
fcalding  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  the  patient  dreads 
to  make  water  ;  fhe  feels  a  contra£live  *  and 
painful  fenfation  in  the  lower  part  of  her  body, 
with  a  creeping  motion  within  the  fides  about  the 
hips,  dull  pains  acrofs  the  back,  The  dijj;harge 
is  at  firft  flime  5  then  thin,  watery,  fharp,  foetid, 
bloody  ;  and,  at  length,  becomes  a  deep  green., , 

BUBOES  AND  SWELLED  TESTICLES; 

In  this  ftage,  will  fometimes  arife,  either  from 
fudden  colds,  or  the  virus  being  repelled  by  im- 
proper treatment. 

In  the  fird,  the  notice  of  the  patient  is  attra(Sl- 
cd  by  a  pain  in  the  groin,  and  upon  examination 


*  Fromthe  inflammable  attack  of  the  virus  in  women, 
there  is  a  peculiar  conftridlion  towards  one  fide  or  the 
other  in  the  vagina,  which  anfwers  to  the  chordee  ift 
men,. 

bo 
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he  finds  a  fmall  lump,  the  fize  of  a  pea  ;  there  is 
no  inflammation  externally,  but,  after  handling, 
the  part  becomes  more  painful,  and  increafes  to 
the  fize  of  a  nut ;  the  part  is  more  fenfible,  it . 
throbs,  the  body  is  inflamed,  a  flight  fever  comes 
^n,  univerfal  laflitude,  pains  in  the  limbs,  head- 
/^ch,  thirft,  &c.    Still  increafing  to  the  fize  of  a 
I  pigeon's  egg,  becomes  inflamed,  matter  forms,  and 
'it  is  now  at  its  maturity.    The  fecond  makes  its 
approach  with  a  painful  worm-like  motion  in  one 
or  both  teflicles  ;  the  running  abates,  and  fre- 
quently flops  ;  they  fwell  and  inflame  ;  dull,  hea- 
vy, burthenfome^  pains  come  on,  with  fudden 
itwinges  and  flitch^  extending  into  the  loins ;  they 
now  become  a  painful  load ;  a  fever  fucceeds, 
and  the  crifis  is  at  |J^and,  by  either  fuppuration, 
gangrene,  or  cancer  *. 

*  When  the  pain  and  inflammation  in  the  tcfticle 
abate,  the  ranning  returns ;  if  the  inflammation  runs 
high,  it  is  then  that  bleeding  plentifully  is  of  fer- 
vice ;  alfo  purging,  foi|jentation5,  &c*  which  muft  be 
left  to  the  furgeon*s  care. 

The 
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The  confirmed  POX,  or  SECOND 
STAGE,  * 

Is  now  iifhered  in  by  venereal  excrefcences,  or 
warts,  which  make  their  appearances  about  the 
private  parts  ;  they  are  neither  hard  nor  foft, 
open,  moiH:,  or  dry  ;  they  put  on  forms  hke  pin- 
heads,  or  ragged  at  bottom ;  fome  is  pendent, 
others  like  a  cock's  comb,  or  mulberries.  The 
firft  fymptoms  the  patient  feels,  is  an  irregular  in- 
termittent fever,  pain  in  the  head,  arms,  legs, 
knees,  great  lafTitude  and  dejedlion  of  fpirits  ;  the 
p^in  increafes,  efpecially  at  night ;  and  when  warm 
in  bed,  it  is  p^ft  bearing,  nor  can  they  get  any 



♦  Women  may  have  the  dry  or  latent  pox  for  a 
length  of  time  in  their  habit,  as  long  as  their  menllrual 
difchargcs  continue ;  but  the  moment  thcfe  ceafe,  the 
whole  frame  falls  into  confufion, 

llccp, 
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llcep  till  towards  the  morning  *  ;  the  head  grows 
heavy,  fometimes  with  a  dull  pain  fixed  in  one 
fpot,  like  a  nail  drove  in  by  degrees  ;  fmall  lumps 
arife  on  the  fcull,  arms,  legs,  and  thighs,  (nodes) 
which  become  painful,  and  torment  the  patient 
alternately  ;  fcurfy  places  appear  in  different  parts 
>of  the  body,  face,  eye-brows,  and  forehead  ; 
gradually  increafmg  till  it  invades  the  hair,  which 
it  incircles,  (the  crown  of  Venus y  ^  the  ears  are 
-corroded  and  filled  up  with  fcabby  (linking  matter, 
the  eruptions  increafe,  tiie  lips  become  fore,  and 
crack  ;  the  mouth  and  noftrils  are  now  infected ^ 
and  run  a  thick  ifchor;  the  (Ida  becomes  rough. 


*  I  have  obferved  in  the  hofpitals  patients  labour-^ 
ing  undernoaurnal  pains  from  a  venereal  caufe,  that 
when  they  have  had  no  reft  for  a  month.  Sec,  before 
they  come  into  the  venereal  ward,  they  have  not  been 
in  the  ward  above  two  days,  before  they  hare  gene- 
rally good  nights,  owing  to  the  minute  particles  of 
iBercury  floating  in  the  atmofphere  they  breathe. 
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and  covered  with  branny  fcales ;  the  eyes  are  dull, 
heavy,  •  red,  and  flaring  ;  the  face  becomes  blot=- 
.  ted,  the  neck  flifF,  the  mouth  fore,  the  cheeks 
flrey,  the  nofe  fvvells,  is  diftorted,  and  ftufFed  with 
fcabs,  the  tongue  enlarges,  the  throat  is  fore,  the 
hairy  fcalp  is  now  covered  with  a  crull,  and  lofcs 
its  natural  colour,  the  hands  fwell,  the  nails  grow 
thick  and  drop  off,  the  voice  changes,  and  the 
language  is  unintelligible,  the  lungs  depreffed,  the 
mouth  fliff  and  open,  the  breath  loathfome  and 
foetid,  and  the  mind  filled  with  wretchednefs  and 
defpair.  To  clofe  this  horrid  fcene,  the  burning 
pains  increafe,  a  heavy  pulfe,  univerfal  weaknefs, 
dimnefs  of  fight,  hiccup,  flranguary,  difficulty  of 
fpeech  and  refpiration,  the  nodes  break  opep,  the 
fcaly  fcalp  cracks,  the  nofe  and  throat  is  cofi*oded, 
the  teeth  drop  out,  the  breath  is  infupportabie, 
and  the  whole  fabric  is  nov/  a  mafs  of  flinking 
carrion  ;  if  the  malady  continues,  till  limb  from 
limb  drops  oiT,  the  vitals  are  attacked,  and  the  un- 
happy fufferer  expires,  the  putrid  carcafe  is  hur- 
ried to  the  grave,  ofFenfive  to  all. 

Having 
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Having  thus  hv  given  the  hiftory  of  tjie  difeafe? 
from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  that  every  one 
may  know  how  to  avoid  thofe  who  are  unfortu- 
nate enough  to  have  any  of  the  above  appearances  3 
I  fhall  now  proceed  to  give  advice  to  thofe  who 
labour  under  its  baneful  influence. 

On  the  firft  appearance  of  the  difeafe,  let  me 
injoin  you  to  temperance,  fobernefs,  and  chaftlty ; 
three  moral  virtues  here  indifpenfably  necelTary. 
Your  diet  *  muft  be  moderate,  and  roaft  meat  is 
preferable  to  boiled  ;  beef  and  mutton,  to  veal  or 
lamb  ;  the  former  is  the  rnore  eafy  of  digePwion  ; 
but  mutton  is  the  eafieft  of  all.  Avoid  fpices,  or 
high  fauces  ;  for,  as  it  is  in  its  firft  ftage  a  topical 
inflammation,  every  thing  which  increafes  the  cir- 
culation of  the  blood  will  promote  the  difeafe  5 
confequently  all  exceffive  exercifes  mufl  be  avoid* 


*  Neither  purging  nor  a  low  diet  are  neceflary  in 
the  cure  of  the  gonorrhosa;  draftic  purging  will  in- 
creafe  the  inflammation. 

B  3  cd. 
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*ed,  fuch  as  riding  on  horfe-back,  leaping,  jump- 
ing, &ic.  You  may  drink  wine  ^  but  beware  of 
intoxication,  or  you  will  fuifer  the  next  day  fe^ 
verely.  Thoiighat  this  time  Venus  attra^ls  yoiu 
thoughts,  yet  pay  no  homage  at  her  ihrine.  In 
/liort,  eat  when  you  are  hungry,  but  fmall  quan- 
tities at  a  tim.e  ;  let  your  drink  be  moderate,  and 
be  fatisned  when  your  thirft  is  quenched.  The 
pa(lions  of  the  mind  have  here  great  influence; 
avoid  them  5  they  irritate  the  dif^afe  ;  and  when 
indulged  to  excefs,  they  have  been  known  to  bring 
on  alarming  fymptoms,  I  mull  lay  particular 
iirefs  on  cleanlinefs  *,  efpecially  in  the  fair  fex  ; 
for  without  this  thedifeafe  rapidly  increafes,  from 
the  corroding  virus  lying  on  the  parts,  or  hid  in 
the  folds,  by  which  means  the  irritation  is  in- 
creafed,  and  confequently  the  inflammation  will 
extend,  bringing  on  chancres^  buboes,  &c.  which 


*  A  fpecies  of  lues  venerea  prevails  in  the  weft  of 
Scotland,  which  the  natives  call  Sibbins,  or  Sivvins, 
owing  to  unckanlinefs* 

ia 
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in  many  inRances,  by  timely  care,  might  have  been 
avoided :  and  to  this  end  alw^ays  wafli  the  parts 
with  a  little  milk  and  M^ater  tv/o  or  three  times  a 
day ;  or,  what  is  better,  a  fcruple  of  calomel  in 
two  or  three  ounces  of  rofe  water ;  and  between 
the  folds  put  a  little  lint,  which  change  every  time. 
To  thofe  who  in  the  firft  ftage  ufe  injections,  retain 
them  in  the  parts  as  long  as  poiTible  ;  to  let  it 
come  away  immediately  is  of  very  little  fervice. 
By  the  improper  ufe  of  aftringent  inje£lions  ^  the 
running  at  firft  is  frequently  ftopped,  and  the  un- 
happy fuiTerer  thinks  he  is  cured,  till,  alas !  appear- 
ances too  foon  inform  him  of  his  fatal  miftake. 
On  the  contrary,  injedions  that  are  ferviceable  at 
firft  increafe  the  difcharge  j  your  body  fliould  be 


*  Aflringent  injesftions  are  fuch  as  the  vitriol,  alum, 
and  the  preparations  of  lead.  About  i  o  or  1 5  drops  of 
the  extrad  of  lead,  in  four  ounces  of  foft  water,  are 
fometimes  neceffary  to  v/afh  the  parts  when  a  pariphi- 
mofis  takes  place ;  it  ads  as  a  fcditive,  and  will  abate 
the  inflammation;  but  ought  to  be  fparir.gly  ufed, 

B  3  kept 
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kept  moderate,  neither  bound  nor  loofe.  If  you 
find  a  painful  fenfation  in  your  groin,  or  tefticle, 
and  at  this  time  it  is  not  convenient  to  apply  for 
advice,  fufpend  the  tefticle  in  a  bag,  and  rub  it 
with  a  little  mercurial  ointment  mixt  with  cam- 
phor ;  the  fame  by  the  buboe  ;  but  remember,  in 
the  latter,  rub  rather  below  the  part,  that  the  lym- 
phatis  may  carry  it  through  the  glands  ;  but  if 
they  ftill  increafe,  apply  a  poultice  of  bread  and 
milk,  mixt  with  the  blue  mercurial  ointment, 
which,  in  general,  will  carry  them  off  *,  or  relieve 


*  There  certainly  is  no  occafion  to  bring  the  buboe 
to  fuppuration,  giving  the  patient  unneceflfary  pain  and 
trouble  ;  I  do,  and  always  think  it  advifable  to  fup- 
prefs  them,  efpecially  at  the  beginning,  as  they  fre- 
cjuently  arife  from  irritation,  which  caufcs  inflamma- 
tion in  the  glands,  and  hence  obftruftions.  I  muft 
here  a(k  the  gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  if  abating  the 
inflammation,  lefiening  the  irritation,  and  by  any 
liieans  removing  the  ooftrudions,  can  pox  the  patient  ? 
On  die  contrary,  1  think  letting  it  proceed  to  fuppura- 
tion, 
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till  you  can  get  afTiftance  *.  If  a  phlinofis  comes 
on,  foak  the  part  in  milk  and  water,  fyringe  the 


tion,  and  cxpoiiiig  a  furface  to  the  air,  is  the  moft  like* 
ly  means  in  the  world.  [I  knew  a  worthy  practitioner 
in  the  country  fo  bigotted  to  the  idea  of  a  fuppurated 
buboe  curing  the  dlfeafe,  that  after  he  has  applied  his 
cauftic,  he  feldom  took  any  further  notice  of  it.]  But 
if  the  patient  applies  too  late,  and  fuppuration  is  at  its 
height,  I  feldom  open  them  in  men — in  women,  never. 
If  an  opening  is  required,  T  guage  the  lancet  between  my 
finger  and  thumb,  and  by  drawing  the  fame  acrofs  the 
buboe,  from  left  to  right  (and  <vice  'ver/a,  as  oecafion 
may  require)  open  it  with  eafe  and  fafety ;  by  this 
means  the  patient  is  not  frightened  with  the  knife,  nor 
tortured  with  the  cauftic.  The  dreffing  cannot  be  too 
flight ;  and  for  the  firfl  day  or  two  apply  a  poultice 
of  white  bread  and  milk  mixt,  with  a  little  mercurial 
ointment  over  all ;  this  takes  off  the  callous  edges,  fo 
much  complained  of  when  the  knife  is  ufed, 

*  Buboes  fometimes,  by  ill  treatment,  or  a  bad  ha- 
bit of  body,  become  phagedenic,  i»  e,  when  the  lips  of 

the 
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glands  with  the  calomel  injedion  frequently,  after 
which  put  up  a  little  lint  round  the  nut  with  a  probe, 

the  wound  are  hard,  loofe,  and  for  the  fpace  of  an 
inch  does  not  adhere  to  the  furface  of  the  ulcer ;  under- 
'neath  this  a  probe  may  be  pafTed  ;  all  round  there  is  a 
livid  appearance,  difcharges  a  thin  fluid  very  different 
from  the  true  pus.  Some  praditioners  have  been  in- 
duced to  give  mercury  at  this  time,  while  fuppuration 
is  going  on,  and  likewife  after  matter  has  been  evacu- 
ated, which  will  irritate,  inflame,  and  produce  a  truly 
phagedenic  fore  ;  when  this  is  the  cafe.  I  would  recom- 
^mend  the  bark  and  farfaparilla ;  the  patient  at  the  fame 
time  fhould  have  a  milk  and  vegetable  diet,  with  coun- 
try air.  There  is  no  medicine  that  fo  fpeedily  re- 
moves the  effeds  of  mercury,  as  farfaparilla  given  in 
powder  or  deco(^ion,  and  bark  will  ftrengthen  the  fyf- 
tem.  After  this  treatment  has  been  ufed  for  fome 
time,  and  the  fore  brought  into  a  good  fl:ate^  it  will 
be  apt  to  fpread,  and  break  out  again,  from  being  af- 
fcd-ed  by  the  venereal  matter  returning,  when  mercu- 
ry muft  be  had  recourfe  to,  but  with  a  great  deal  of 

caution, 
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or  fkew^f ,  The  pariphimofis  treat  the  fame  ;  lut 
always  have  your  furgeon's  advice,  efpecially  in 
the  latter,  as  delays  here  would  be  injurious.  I 
would  always  advife,  as  long  as  any  fcalding  con- 
thiues,  to  drink  plentifully  of  linfeed  tea,  or  to 
cat  gum  arable  ;  thefe  mucilaginous  fubflances 
will  abate  the  acrimony  of  the  urine.  If  any  hard 
knot  fhould  arife,  rub  them  with  the  ointment 
before-mentioned.  Another  fymptom  attending, 
this  ftage,  isa  diordee  ^  na  pleafant  comfanioia  j 
but  it  is  foon  removed,  by  rubbing  the  part  witk 
a  little  ointment,  and  applying  a  plafler  of  the 
fame  upon  it. 


caution.  If  the  fore  fhould  again  have  phagederxic 
appearances,  mercury  mufl:  be  defifted  from,  and  the 
bark  and  farfaparilla  as  before ;  and  when  at  a  favour- 
able ftate,  the  mercury  again  continued,  Thefe  kind 
of  ulcers  are  the  moft  difficult  to  cure  in  all  furgery; 
outward  applications  fhould  be  mild ;  the  befl  is  a  white 
bread  poultice. 

Having 
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Having  thus  far  given  you  cautions,  I  will  notf" 
froceed  to  a  more  pleafant  fubje6l,  namely,  fymp- 
toms  of  an  approaching  cure  ;  which  is,  when 
the  fcalding  abates,  the  difcharge  thickens,  the 
green  appearance  gradually  vanifhes,  yellow  fuc- 
ceeds,  till  at  laft  it  is  white,  and  does  not  (lain  the 
linen,  and  may  novr  he  called  a  common  gleet, 
which  is  removed  by  balfamic  medicines,  frefh 
*air,  and  moderate  exercife  ;  to  which  I  will  add, 
frequent  topical  cold  bathing  *,  If  from  ill  treat- 
ment, or  negle£l,  the  urethra  is  filled  with  carno- 
fities,  or  callofities,  fo  as  to  obftru£l  the  paflage 
of  urine  +,  then  bougies  become  abfolutely  necef- 

*  The  parts  are  always,  after  a  gonorrhoea,  relaxed, 
or  lame ;  and  nothing  is  more  conducive  to  reftore  the 
tone  of  the  fibres  than  topical  cold  bathing :  what  I 
mean  by  this  is,  to  pour  a  bottle  of  cold  water  on  the 
parts  as  foon  as  yon  rife  in  the  morning ;  this  fome 
call  cabbaging. 

+  Where  there  are  ftridures  in  the  urethra,  the  urine 
is  always  divided  into  two  ftrcams ;  and  there  is  always

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fey ;  but  always  be  careful  to  tie  a  piece  ol 
thread  round  the  top,  bind  and  fallen  it  genti/ 
around  the  nut. 

Though  thus  far  I  have  treated  it  as  a  fimple 
inflammation,  and  fuppofed  it  to  be  cured  on  that 
principle  ;  yet  always  take  fome  alterative  medi* 
cine  *,  to  guard  againft  any  lurking  mifchief ; 
fbr  I  am  certain  too  great  fecurity  here,  or  rely- 


iTsatter  on  the  bougie  where  the  ftri(flure  or.  ulcer  is. 
A  bougie  will  fometimes  caufe  a  chordee  in  an  healthy 
perfon ;  but,  as  above,  it  is  the  moll  painful  at  the 
part  afFeded. 

*  Mercurials,  in  fmall  dofes,  are  the  beft  alterative 
medicines ;  and  during  their  courfe  I  always  give  the 
following  diet  drink — Take  of  fafTafras  chips  4  oz, 
farfapariila  2  oz.  guaiacum  lhavings  3  oz.  mezerian 
root  2  drams;  pour  on  this  three  quarts  of  boiling  water, 
and  when  cold,  it  is  fit  for  ufej  a  gill  four  01  five  times 
a  day. 
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ing  on  the  words  of  boafting  pretenders  *,  lias, 
in  the  end,  been  the  ruin  of  many  ;  for  the  difeafc 
lying  dormant  for  a  number  of  years,  has  after- 
wards broke  out  in  the  various  forms  above-men- 
jnentioned,  which,  had  they  taken  fome  alterative 
'inedicines,  would  never  have  happened.  Where 
this  is  the  cafe,  alterative  medicines  are  the  fpeedi* 
^fl  and  fafett  cure  ;  they  ad  without  injuring  the 
fyftem,  and,  joined  with  cleanlinefs,  never  fail 
4a  the  mofl  confirmed  pox.  The  fiift  thing  to  be 
^thought  of  is  frequently  cleaning  the  teeth,  and 

*  It  is  become  the  fafhion,  in  modern  qiiackery,  to 
advertife  to  cure  without  taking  a  fmgle  grain  of  mer- 
cury. True  5  fo  I  am  fatisfied  it  is  frequently  done  ; 
but  if  there  be  one  out  of  five  that  have  any  virus  left 
in  the  conftitution,  it  ought  to  induce  all  to  ta!kc  a 
few  fmall  dofes.  I  am  certain  it  is  from  this  our  hof- 
pitals  are  fo  crouded — from  this  larking  mifchief 
^breaking  at  a  diilant  period  in  Taxiaus  forms,  well  dc- 
ferving  the  name  of  Hydra,

gargling  the  throat,  change  of  linen,  frequently 
walhing  the  body,  and  beware  of  catching  cold* 
If  any  fcalcy  eruptions  appear,  wafli  them  with 
bran  and  water  ;  or  warts,  clip  them  off  with  a 
pair  of  fci  Jars,  and  apply  the  ointment  over  them. 
If  your  throat,  or  nollrils  are  affected,  ufe  the  fames 
of  mercury  or  apply  immediately  to  your  fur^ 
geon.  If  nodes  arife,  rub  them  every  night  with 
the  ointment ;  keep  the  body  temperate  ;  and, 
in  fome  cafes,  it  is  advifable  to  wear  a  flannel  jer- 
kin and  drawers  next  the  (kin.  When  you  find 
all  the  fymptoms  abate  and  vanifh,  leave  not  off 
your  medicines  too  fuddenly.  After  which  I 
would  advife  a  courfe  of  bark,  exercife,  change  of 
air,  and  cold  bathing,  to  take  off  the  irritability 
the  difeafe  has  caufed  in  the  fyftem. 


*  The  beft  method  of  applying  mercury  in  fumes, 
is  to  put  ten  or  fifteen  grains  of  cinnabar  on  a  hot  iron, 
drawing  the  fmoak  into  the  throat,  or  up  the  nofe, 
twice  a  day,  tjirough  a  funnel,

JBcfore  this  ad\ice  is  clofed,  I  (hall  give  a  fe>y 
hints  on  the  ufe  of  merciiry.. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  do  not  agree  with  faliva- 
tion,  even  in  the  word  of  cafes.  It  is  from  this 
imprudence  that  this  facred  medicine  has  been 
thrown  afide  ;  a  medicine  which,  when  admini- 
ftcred  with  caution,  is  not  injurious  to  the  human 
frame  ;  on  the  contrary,  expel  it  from  the  Mate- 
ria Medica,  how  many  millions  would  fufFer  from 
the  fcurvy,  gout,  rheumatifm,  yaw^s,  bilious  com- 
plaints, &c.?  It  fhouldbegiven in fmalldofes, with- 
out ^ny  perceptible  adion.  In  this  manner,  what 
are  its  efFe6ls  ?  it  increafes  the  a£lion  of  the  lympha- 
tic fyftem  ;  the  confequence  is,  the  glands,  before 
obftru(£led,  have  now  a  free  circulation,  the  ofFend.- 
ing  virus  is  abforbed,  and  thrown  off  by  the  pores 
of  the  (kin,  urine,  (tool,  &c.  the  blood  is  puri(ied, 
and  the  body  now  reftored  to  health.  On  the 
contrary,  if  too  large  a  quantity  is  taken,  a  foul 
breath,  rotten  gums,  carious  teeth,  &c,  cnfues ; 

the 
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the  glands  are  irritated  to  fccretions  beyond  their 
power,  the  appetite  is  loft,  the  inteftinal  canal  af- 
fected, the  head  fvvells,  the  tongue  hangs  out  of 
the  mouth,  and  faliva  is  continually  running  froin  , 
it  ;  copious  fweat^,  and  univerfal  debility  follow  ; 
at  this  period  few  come  near  him,  from  the  ofren- 
five  fmell.  Suppofe  he  ftops  here,  and  the  difeafe 
is  cured,  how  dearly  is  it  paid  for,  when  fo  fafe 
a  remedy  is  at  hand  r  He  lingers  out  the  reft  of  his 
life  with  a  debilitated,  irritable  conftitution.— ■ 
How  many  by  this  are  brought  to  an  early  grave  !' 
From  this  caufe  falivatron  is  nowjuftly  exploded. 

To  fum  up  the  whole,  I  w^ould  advife,  that  in 
the  firft  ftage  of  a  gonorrhoea,  or  clap,  the  method 
of  cure  fhall  be  to  leften  the  inflammation  and  ir- 
ritability of  the  fyftem,  to  promote  gentle  perfpi- 
ration,  to  corred  the  acrimony  of  the  fluids,  and 
to  prote£l  the  body  from  infedion.  Injedions 
that  will  abate  the  inflammation,  that  are  void  of 
aftringency,  are  preferable  they  are  applied  to  the 
C  2,  part 
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part  difeafed,  and  certainly  will  cure  more  fpeediiy 
than  medicines  taken  by  the  mouth.  With  pro- 
per  inje61ions,  where  they  have  applied  as  Toon  as 
they  have  difcovered  the  injury,  I  have  complete- 
ly cured,  in  a  few  days,  the  mod  virulent  gonor- 
rhoea. What  medicines  arc  taken  internally 
fhould  be  anti-inflamirnatory.  After  this,  when 
the  fcalding  is  abated,  the  colour  gone,  a  Hmplc 
gleet  only  remaining,  balfamics  are  the  moil  pro- 
|~er;  but,  after  all,  it  is  prudent  to  guard  the  con-' 
rtituticn  by  a  few  alterative  medicines.  In  the 
lues  venerea  alteratives  are  what  we  mufl  depend 
on  ;  but  when  joined  to  balfamics,  and  others 
tliat  will  promote  a  gentle  perfpiration,  they 
are  fure  of  fuccefs.  By  thefe  principles  I  have 
always  fucceeded  in  the  word  of  cafes  ;  and  weak 
debilitated  habits,  arifing  from  excelTes  of  any 
kind  whatfoever,  by  cordial  tonic  medicines,  cold 
bathing,  change  of  air,  and  excx-cife,  are  fure  to 
meet  with  relief. 


I  mufl 
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I  muft  here  guard  youth  from  that  diaBolicaJ 
pra£lice  of  machinery ;  fo  far  is  it  from  being  a 
prefcrvative,  that  numbers  have  been  poxed  from 
too  great  a  fecurity.  There  \$  now  another" 
fafhionable  vice,  no  lefs  injurious  in  debilitating 
the  fyfiiem,  by  forcing  nature  further  than  her' 
ftrength  will  bear,  and  bringing  on  a  train  of  ner-"^ 
vous  complaints  ;  I  mean,  whipping.  I  cannot 
help  wifliing,  with  Dr.  Faulk,  that  fools  who 
lafcivioufly  ufe  this  exercife  to  flir  up  their  luft,» 
might  be  fwitched  after  emiirion,  as  they  endured 
it  before ;  which  would  foon  cure  them  of  this- 
diabolical  pra£i:ice. 

To  conclude ;  I  fhall  now  lay  down  the  moft- 
fafe  means  of  preventing  this  loathfome  difeafe.- 
After  intercourfe  with  a  fufpe6led  perfon,  always 
wafli  the  parts  with  a  little  warm  water,  or  foap  ^ 
or  if  not  at  hand,  your  own  urine.  Be  careful -ta 
wafh  between  the  folds,  or  round  the  glands  ;  and 
when  you  get  home,  ufe  the  following— calomel

i  fcruple,  rofe-water  2  ounces  *,  and  leave  foifne 
of  it  on.  Some  throw  it  up  the  parts  with  a  fy-^ 
ringe,  and  they  are  fure  of  fiiccefs  ;  even  if  a  flight 
gonorrhoea  has  taken  place,  it  ill  cure  without 
any  further  application.  In  women  it  is  the  beft, 
cafieft,  and  fafeft  remedy  ;  not  Only  here,  but  alfo 
Tn  the  flower  albus ;  it  being  thrown  up  the  v^^ 
giha  3  times  a-day,  and  the  patient  taking  a  lit'tle 
Bark  to  flrengthen  and  brace  the  fyftem,  nothing 
elfe  is  further  required.  By  having  this  by  them, 
they  may  at  all  times  keep  free  from  the  difeafe. 
Some  chufeto  rub  a  fmall  quantity  of  blue  mercil- 
rial  ointment  on  the  groin  and  parts  ;  this  toe, 
like  the  other,  is  certainly  deftroying  the  infedion 


*  I  cannot  fpeak  too  highly  of  this  preparation ;  it 
is  the  moll  fafe  and  efficacious  application  to  old  ulcers 
and  cancers  of  every  kind,  it  producing  good  matter 
in  a  few  dreffings ;  and  when  the  ears  are  afFed^ed,  and 
dlfcharge  a  foetid  matter,  they  ftiould  be  fyringed  with 
it  three  or  four  times  a  day. 
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in  the  bud,  and  advifable  when  the  other  cannat 
be  procured  ;  but  there  is  one  caution,  always  to 
havd  the  calomel  pure  and  mild :  what  I  prepare 
for  the  purpofe,  and  for  private  pradice,  under- 
goes a  number  of  wafhings  in  lime  water,  &c,  to 
take  oiF every  minute  particle  pf  acid.
